earnestly striving to cultivate it 
and occasionally someone may fee! 
that he has measurably succeeded 
in realizing it. One engaged in 
any legitimate pursuit may exer- 
cise this quality in the sense of 
perseverance or endurance. in 
working toward some desired end. 
But in other respects it enters 
into one’s attitude toward afflic- 
tion, provocation, or any evil, 
either as a negative, passive en- 
durance or else as a positive spirit 
of fortitude, meekness, and un- 
conquerable trust in good. It was 
in the truer sense that the writer 
of the epistle to the Hebrews, 
after referring to the ‘‘great fight 
of afflictions’’ which they had en- 
dured, said to the Christian con- 
verts: “Cast not away therefore 
your confidence, which hath great 
recompense of reward. For ye 
have need of patience, that, after 
ye have done the will of God, ye 
might receive the promise’ (He- 
vrews 10:32, 35, 36). 

The world has witnessed many 
fine examples of forbearance of 
one toward another, in view of 
another’s seeming faults, infirmi- 
ties, or need for comfort or care; 
examples of courage necessary to 
face difficult conditions with a 
calm expectation of some desir- 
able outcome, and of a kindliness 


maintained under vexatious stress. 
Indeed, in all such instances of 
discipline patience is equivalent 
to an undaunted confidence in 


something higher and better than 
the troublesome error. And this 
shows that good is ever present, 
and that it is in some measure 
grasped and manifested by right- 
thinking persons. 


Much greater, then, is the im- 
petus toward “patient continu- 
ance in well doing’ (Romans 2: 
7), when, through Christian Sci- 
ence, zood is discerned as divine 
Principle to be understood and 
demonstrated; when it is seen 


that we need patience toward our- 
selves, as we seek in calm perse- 
verance to know the spiritual re- 
ality, so that after we ‘‘have done 
the will of God’’ we may “receive 
the promise.” 

What is ithe will of God, and 
what are the promises to be ful- 
filled, as our thoughts are con- 
formed to His will? These are 


questions we need to consider, 
that we may learn wherein we

| OLD DICKENS HOUSE 
| OPENED TO PUBLIC 


| Rooms Where Writer Worked 


Fully Restored. 
| 

London.—As snowflakes lent an 
appropriate Dickens’ setting, the 
novelist’s old house at 48 Doughty 
street, London, where he wrote ‘‘Oli- 
ver Twist’? and ‘‘Nicholas Nickle- 
by’’ was opened today, restored as 
‘nearly as possible to the condition 
| it was in in 1837. The ceremony 
was performed by Lady Dickens, 
eighty-six-year-old widow of the nov- 
elist’s son who became a judge. 

The house, a favorite of American 
Dickens pilgrims on their well-beat- 
en tour of literary London, has been 
redecorated in period style and the 
furniture rearranged to accord with 
the use to which Dickens put each 
room. This was made _ possible 
by the recent discovery of the orig- 
inal tenancy agreement.

What sheuid be remembered is

| ment is the people’s money. It comes 
out of their earnings—either present 
or future. Government, whether na- 
| tional or local, doesn’t earn money. 
It spends it. The money is supplied 
by the people through their labor 
and initiative. 

Since this is true, whatever spend- 
ing is done by Government should 
be controlled by the people. They 
should know just where it is being 
spent and why. They should be in a 
position to put on the brakes when 
the rate of spending accelerates too 
swiftly. They should be assured that 
the public welfare, rather than po- 
litical advantage, dominates in any 
spending project. 

Under our form of government the 
| people look to Congress to protect 
their interests in such programs. 
One of our basic principles is that 
control of the purse should be firmly 
in the hands of our Senators and 
Representatives. 

That is something for members of 
Congress to rernember at this time. 
They are trustees for the public, 
and, as such, cannot avoid the duty 
of exercising, on behalf of the people, 
both responsibility and constructive 
vision.

Once a fire was kindled 
it was 
allowed to go out. 

As members of the Morris family 
married and established their own 
homes, 
the family hearth to start their own 
fires. Thus when the parents of 
William Morris moved to their cab- 
in in Holbert Cove, near Hender- 
sonville, they carried embers from 

| their parents’ fire to the log hut 
where it now burns. 
Necessity kept the fire burning 
for many years, and by the time 
modern habits—and matches—had 
been accepted in the mountains, the 
fire had become a tradition, to be 
carefully guarded. 
The blaze burns in a granite fire- 
place in the little cabin. The fire- 
| place bears the date 1879, but it was 
| built especially for the fire long 
after the cabin itself was construct- 
ed. Banked carefully during the 
day, while its aged guardian is tend- 
ing his live stock and a few chick- 
ens, the blaze is allowed to flame 
up brightly at night.
